On 
wheat, for example, it is 40 cents a bushel, 
and on other. agricultural commodities in 
proportion.

as a “subsidy” to the manufacturers, 
why should it not do the same for the 
farmers? 


The 
supply, it is assumed, would command a 
higher price when the surplus is removed 
from the tariff-protected domestic markets. 
The loss to the government in buying the 
surplus at the higher American price and 
selling it at the foreign price wauld be 
made up by a tax on the farmers in pro- 
portion to the quantity of a given product 
each has sold. This is called an “equaliza- 
tion fee.“ For example, if we produce 760, 
600,000 bushels of wheat next , of which 
only 600,000,000 are needed domestic 
consumption, the government would buy 
the 250,000,000 bushels surplus and sell it 
abroad. If the domestic price were $2 per 
bushel and the foreign price $1.25 the loss 
to the government would be $18,750,000, 
which would be assessed against the total 
crop of 750,000,000 bushels, making a tax 
on the wheat growers of 25 cents a bushel. 

The fatal defect in this propobal is that 
if it should work as it is designed to do 
the country would be faced for a few years 
with an ever-increasing surplus to be dis- 
posed of. If it is made highly profitable, 
production of the favored crops is bound 
to increase, just as it did during the war 
and afterward when a government-guaran- 
teed price and curtailed world production 
forced prices to high levels. The logical 
corroliary to surplus control is control of 
production at the source. But this is not 
contemplated in the McNary and Haugen 
scheme for the very good reason that such 
government meddling with the farmer's af- 
fairs would never be tolerated. 

Without limitation of production even- 
tually the surplus contro! plan proposed in 
the McNary-Haugen bills must defeat itself. 
The surplus would become so great that
